1) Initial exclusive Distribution Agreement between MAC and KIC covering seven states 
in the United States, executed 10 December, 1970. 

2) Formalized and expanded Distribution Agreement between MAC and NAARCO (a KIC 
subsidiary), executed 23 July, 1971, grants NAARCO exclusive NORTH AMERICAN 
Distribution (sans Mexico) for MAC products and worldwide non-exclusive 
distributorship for the same products. NAARCO pays MAC $50,000 cash plus 

40,000 shares of NAARQO stock, valued at $2 per share for these distribution 
rights. 

3) Mid-September, 1971. I I asks BURNSTINE to sell the NAARCO Exclusive 

Distributorship back to QUANTUM/MAC and to then go overseas to act as an 
Exclusive Representative f or QUANTUM/ MAC in the following markets: Europe, 

Africa, Mid and Near East. I L at this point, makes first direct 

approach to BURNSTINE about doing intelligence work for the United States 
Government as part of BURNSTINE'S overseas responsibilities. No mention at 
this time of any specific government agency. 

4) End of September, 1971. BURNSTINE meets withi "l at MAC Plant in 

Marietta, Georgia, BURNSTINE tells f I he is ready to accept the Mid- 

September offer in principle, but wil l have to work out total dollars involved. 
Also, at this time, BURNSTINE informs ) | of the fact that BURNSTINE 

had been indicted in H ouston con cerning a securities transaction. After 
hearing facts of case, | [ assures BURNSTINE that indictment will make 

no difference in deal, and discussions concerning BURNSTINE remuneration are had. 
Tentative agreement is reached and BURNSTINE is to be paid $100,000 per year 
draw .against 107, commission on all MAC products sold by BURNSTINE, plus KIC 
is to immediately receive $150,0 00 for retu rn to QUANTUM/MAC of the Exclusive 
Distributorship owned by NAARCO, | | at this time states, "I'll have to 

clear the dollar amounts with Washington, but everything sounds O.K,"

by QUANTUM of the Exclusive Distributorship, Price for the repurchase is to 
be $350,000 paid out over 2% years. Dollars approximately the same as the 
first deal, but this eliminates BURNSTINE'S draw. However, F I tells 

BURNSTINE that QUANTUM still wants BURNSTINE to go overseas as an independent 
dealer for QUANTUM/MAC and set up pe^ anent residence in Spain, preferably 
the Coast of Braba.^ Again, | I reiterates to BURNSTINE that one, of his 

primary responsibilities will be doing intelligence work for a certain agency 
of the United States Government o

Suggests $150,000 cash to be paid for the NAARCO Exclusive Distributorship 
in installments over a six-month period. BURNSTINE is to receive $5,000 per 
month for 36 months with 14 of those months to be guaranteed. The remaining 
portion of the 36 month contract to be paid,to BURNSTINE if during the first 
14 months he sells at least $2,000 worth of equipment. The entire $5,000 per 
month payment to BURNSTINE is to be a draw against 107, commission on the total 
value of MAC products BURNSTINE sells. At this meeting,[ I explains the 

change in the deal again as follows: "My people in Washington at DOD would not 
go along wi th your get ting in excess of $8,000 per month in draw". The meeting 
sn-s, and I leaves, he says to BURNSTII^, "You have been tapped by 

Uncle Sugar", and again goes into the discussion of how BURNSTIN'E will be expected 
to do detailed intelligence work overseas and will be in constant touch with 
various contacts and agents of the Defense Department who will be contacting 
BURNSTINE after he sets up overseas. ^

NAARCO Exclusi-ye and after much discussion and no agreement, the meeting ends 
at 8:30 p,m, with an agreement to meet again on Sunday, 7 November, 1971, 

[Z^ZI calls BURNSTINE Sunday morning, 10:00 a.m,, and 
nrtAivmTT^ meet With him in his hotel prior to going to the noon meeting at 
QUANTUM. BURNSTINE and [ [ agree on $200,000 to be paid to KIC in installments 
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over a six month period and exchange of releases and a complete severing of 
the relationship, including the reassigning of the NAARCO Exclusive Distributor¬ 
ship to QUANTUM/MAC. 

10) 7 November, 1971, BURNSTINE aodl.. heaire -RTTRWSTTTp's hotel a nd go to 

quantum's office. Present are _and | L in. addition 

to BURNSTINE and | I Af ter a 30 minute discu ssion of th e deal agreed to 

between BURNSTINE and | | in BURNSTINE's hotel J l and associates 

leave con ference room and confer privately for 20 minutes. When they return, 

I l again changes the deal and offers BURNSTINE $75,000 in cash, the balance 

of $125,000 to be paid in notes with no maturity date, but payable only if 
BURNSTINE clears himself of all criminal charges in Houston, or, failing to do 
that, is convicted and subsequently serves a prison term and is released. An 
additional provision of the proposed notes are that at the time of payment, 
BURNSTINE*s Federal Firearms Licenses must be in full force and e ffect. 

BURNSTINE absolutely refuses this deal and heated discussion with i l and

In private, r | s^s to BURNSTINE, ”If you’ll take $75,000 cash now and 

sign a release and turn over the NAARCO Exclus ive Distri butorship to us, I will 
get y oiir indi n.tment quashed”o BURNSTINE tells | \ that he has already 

hired l I to do the s ame thing legally, and for considerably less than 

$125,000. BURNSTINE also tells I I that such a proposal would seem to be 

illeg al, and tha t if he was serious, to put it in letter form. ^BURNSTINE further 
asked P I what agency he is representing, and why would the Unite d States 

Government be willing to quash an indictment against him for $125,000? _ 

again says, at this point, as he has said many times in the past, that he does 
not represent the CIA, but ”I represent the Defense Department, and am closely 
connected with a very sensitive agency within that departme nt.

'the name”. BURNSTINE again asks if the agency is the DIA. | ] gives a 

strong implication that the answer is yes, by smili ng and say ing, ”I can get your 
indictment quashed with 15 words”. BURNSTINE tells P ~~ he is not interested 

and merely wants, to be paid as previously agreed. Meeting continues all day with 
no agreement, and finally ends with BURNSTINE walking out at 8:30 p.m.

several new alternatives that would be acceptable. BURNSTINE tells f" in 

front of the oth ers, that h e. 1 lied yesterday about being able to quash 

the indictment, j pay^ in rront of all present, ”I didn’t say I could 

quash it, I said'I could quash it in 15 words. BURNST INE advises group he is 
turning the entire matter over to his attorney, ) | and also is going to report 

I [ various representations to the F.B.I. 

12) Over the next three weeks, through negotiations conducted by | [ and ^ 

agreement is reached an d contract signed, settling the deal for $200,000 aa 
agreed by BURNSTINE and | | at the first meeting of 7 November, 1971, with 

the exception that the terms of the payout are extended. Deal actually closed 
with releases, notes, cash, etc. exchanged on 21 December, 1971. After 8 November, 
1971, no further mention was made of BURNSTINE doing Intelligence work for the 
government nor any further offers made to quash BURNSTINE*s indictment.
